We have been circumambulating

We have written this article 
purely on motivss- that character- 
ize our feelings for ao> early and 
certain railroad connection with- 
out knowing anything about the 
condition of the G. & D., and with- 
out having consulted any one as to 
the best and quickest way for re- 
lief. Sum this up for whatever it 
be woith and let there be no 
drones, for now is the time aud 
the accepted one. Let us do our 
duty in contemplation of right in 
the premises, and the day will not 
be far distant when this country 
will have an outlet for the incoming 
and outgoing of her produc-

Renovating Old Clothing. 

Old rlothitp ma;: beirmde to look 
nearly as good as new by persuing 
tlie following plan: Take, for in- 
stance, a slnny old coat, vesf or a 
pair of trousers of broadcloth, cas- 
siraere, or diagonal. The scourer 
makes n strong, warmsoapsnd and 
plunges tlie garment into it, nouses 
it. up and down, rubs tbe dirty 
places, if necessaryput.it through a 
second suds, tli^u rinses it througli 
several walers and hangs it to dry 
on the line. When nearly dry he 
Mikes it in, roils it up for no hour 
or two. and then presses it. An old 
cotton cloth is laid on tbe outside 
of the coat, and the iron pasesed 
over tlmt until the wrinkles are 
out; but ibe iron is removed before 
tlie steam ceases to rise from the 
goods, else they would be shiny, 
"Wrinkles that are obstinate are re- 
moved by laying a wet cloth ovei 
them and passing the iron ovei 
that. 

If any shiny places are seen thoy 
are treated like *he wrinkles 
the iron is lifted, while the full 
oloud of steam rises, and brings 
nap up with it. Good cloth will 
bear many washings, and look be! 
ter every time beeausa of them.
